ceived both medical and surgical treat­ 
ment. 
The most important medical 
manuscript found in Egypt is the 
Papyrus Ebers, writteu 30*^ B. C. aud 
discovered In Memphis. 
D.-ease, ac­ 
cording to the Egyptians, was due to 
the anger of some deity, the result of 
the triumph of evil in its struggle with 
good, an idea which is still very gen­ 
eral throughout Africa aud Asia and 
which at some time has been prevalent 
in modified forms In almost every race.
